At 
moon the court made a formal announce- 
ment that the jury would be permitted 
“to hand in a sealed verdict, 
and if it was found to de in 
Proper form it would be forwarded to the 
City Council at its meeting to-morrow and 
there opened and announced för publica - 
tion. 

The Mayor stated that he did not think 
would de proper for him to 
nounce the verdict until after 
it had been communicated officially 
to the members of the Oouncll, ‘‘That is, 
nis honor continued, if it becomes neces- 
gary to inform the Council at all. 

The meaning ofthis is that in the event of 
Dr. Brennan’s femovalthe Mayor must in- 
form ths Council of the fact so that the mem- 
bers can select his successor. N 

If it is concluded from the evidence that Dr. 
Brennan should not be removed, then it will 
not be necessary for the Mayor to commun 
cate with the Council. | 

Should the verdict be one of guilty, the 
Mayor must assume the dutiesof Lord High 
Executioner. He will pass sentence and exe- 
cute the judgment at once.

A Texan’s Death a Finney —— 
Resid ence Under Strange Circumstances: | ° 


Coroner Frank will hold a post-mortem ok. 
amination this evening Om the body of Chas. 
Bohlinger to ascertain whether his death 
was caused by natural causes or 
was a case of suicide, The death 
of Bohlinger, which occurred yesterday 
about 40’clock is shrouded in mystery, and 
circumstances surrounding it are peculiar. 
Bohlinger came to St. Louis about three 
weeks ago and rented the house on 38670 
Finney avenue, ready furnished. A 
few days after a woman of middle age, 
and a young woman and a child 
moved in. A young man also appeared on 
the scene and was seen around the house for 
a day or two and then disappeared. Yester- 
day morning about 6 o’clock Dr. Harkness, 
who lives few doors east of the 
house, W called in to attend 
Bohlinger, who was ina comatose con- 
dition. Thesymptoms indicated morphine 

jisoning and after working on the patient a 
ew hours, Dr. Harkness called in Dr. Ber- 
nays. About 11 o'clock Bohlinger died. Dr. 
Harkness refused to issue a certificate _- 
notified the Coroner of the case at 6 p. 
Deputy Coroner Rohifing, at the request nat 
Mrs. Peak and her mother, who were the 
occupants of the house with Bohlinger, had 
the remains taken to the City Undertaker’s. 

Mrs. Kientz, the mother of Mrs. Peaks. was 
seen this morning, and told the following 
story: ‘*‘My daughter met Mr, Boulinger 
about four months ago in Hot Springs, where 

was running the Palace Hotel. 
He proposed marriage, but she could 
not marry him because’: her husband is 
stillalive and Boblinger said he would get 
her a divorce, and 1 believe secured a lawyer 
and filed the suit for her. Bohlinger then 
ga ve my daughter about $10,000 in checks on 
the First National Bank 
and induced us to ; 
Louis, so 1 sold out the hotel.

The next day 
he was sick and I went to him and told him 
that there was nothing to eat inthe house, 
He said he was sick and would attend to it 
the next day. Hestdid in bed all day Tues- 
day. — morning { went in to see 
him abou o’clock and he said he 
was ail right. About twenty minutes later 
I heard him call and sent my daughter to 
him she said he was unconscious and we sent 
for the doctor, We were going over to Man- 
chester to litt the mortgage on my vineyard 
Monday, but he was sick. He appeared 
to always have plenty of money 
and gave my duughter big checks 
she never cashed them and thought they 
were good. He had spells with his heart in 
re ome and I think it was one of those 


Bohlinger is from Temple, Tex., where he 
is in the saloon business.

ORDERED THEM HOME. 


Austria's Emperor Dissolwes the Bohe- 


mian Diet for Riot. 


PRAGUE, May 18.—Violence and disorder 
characterized the session of the Diet of Bo- 
hemia yesterday. The Germans and Czechs 
fought overa bill conferring powers upon 
the local authorities of Trantenana, a town 
of Bohemia, twenty-five miles from Konig- 


gratz, that would strengthen the position of 
the Germans tothe prejudice of the Czechs. 

Prince Lobkowltzg, Dietie President, an ap- 
pointee of the Emperor, hence a German 
sympathizer, rebuked the filibusters and in- 
sisted that Herr Funke shodld be allowed to 
report the bill. 

After Funke had entered the tribune Czech 
Deputy Urzorad followed him and ejected him 
therefrom, after a wrestling match. Funke | 
spoke from the floor, denouncing his ene- 
mies. Czech Deputy Vasaly threwa pot of 
ink at him, which, missing him, collided 
with a desk and spattered over Funke and a 
number of his friends. The Uzechs attacked 
the stenographers and Prince Lobkowits ad- 
journed the session. Heis already 
tor several duels. 

Inthe city the excitement from the same 
cause led the students of the university to 
riotous demonstrations. The Diet will prob- 
ably be dissolved. The Germans wish to 
control local affairs in the sorthern districts 
of Bohemia. 

The Emperor of Austria has closed the pres - 
ent. session of the Bohemian Diet by tele- 
graphic order.

WASHINGTON’S SECOND GATHERING OF 
AMERICAN CALVINISTS 


Prof. Charles Briggs and His Opposite, 
Horace Eriggs—The Old and Young of 
the Convention—Interesting Person - 
alities—Contrasts of 1852 and 1893— 
Opening Services— The Moderator’s 
Sermon on Triumphant Americanism. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—This city to-day, the 
second time in its history and the first time 
in forty-one years, is entertaining the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States. The body that convened 
in 105th annual session was astrikingly differ- 
ent onefrom that which met in the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church in 1852—as widely differ- 
ent as the conditions of to-day are from that 
date. That was about midway ofthe period 
during which the church was divided into 
old and new school factions and the asseni- 
bly of 1852 was of the new school only. All 
the churches in this city, wit one exception, 
then belonged to the new school branch. 


That was the organization out of which 
grew the New York Avenue Church, the host 


of 1893. 

Dr. Albert Barnes, who has been called the 
forerunner of Prof. Briggs, being considered 
as unorthodox in his day upon the question | 
of the atonement as is the latter upon the 
question of the inspiration of the scriptures, 
was the moderator of the former assembly. 
He preacheda sermon entitled Our Posi- 
tion, containing references to slavery 
which gave great offense to the Southern del- 
egates. But there were no burning issues 
before the assembly andits sessions passed 
peacefully and quietly. 

The scene in historic New York Avenue 
Church this morning was inspiring. Every 
nook and corner was filled, and had the ca- 
pacity of the church been twice as great, it 
would not have accommodated all who de- 
sired to be present. Onthe main floor were 
seated the commissioners and others having 
business in connection with the assembly. 
On the platform were the officers: Moderator, 
Wm. C. Young of the Danville (Ky.) Semi- 
nary; Wm. H. Roberts of Cincinnati, O.,

Doubless the most prominent in the gath- 
ering to-day were those connected with the 
famous Briggs case in its trial before the New 
York Presbytery,an appeal from which judg- 
ment has been taken tothe General Assem- 
biy. First and foremost of these, of course, 
was Prof. Briggs himself, aggressive 
and confident as when on the 
day of . lis. inauguration in 1890 
as presiding professor of the chair 
of Bibiical Theology in Union Seminary, he 
startled the church with an expression of his 
views concerning the integrity of the Bible, 
the authority of reason and the church, the 
superiority of the Christianity of Newman 
and wartineau over that of Spurgeon, and 
progression or probation in the future state. 
Of his supporters there are Rev. Francis 
Brown, also of Union Seminary, who sup- 
ports him to the fullest extent; Rev. George

THE NEW STORAGE BATTERY. 


The Logan System Smiles at Short Cir- 
cuits—A Local Exhibition. 

The development and use of electrical 
energy may have been slow in times gone by, 
but for this decade the pace has been of the 
Nancy Hanks order. A Postr-DISPATCH man, 
hearing that a full size battery of the Logan 
storage system had been brought to town, 
went down to the works of the Home Novelty 
Oo. at Tenth and Walnut streets, to get post- 


ed a little into the method that promises to 
give poles and wires the go-by and to super- 
sede steam on railroads. Electricians, 
railroad men and business men are 
taking a deep interest in the Logan 
system, which is owned by the Standdrd 
Electric Co. of Detroit. President Wm. T. 
Anderson of the St. Louls Merchants’ Ex- 
change and other St. Louisans are large 
stockholders and they are to see that a 
branch factory is established here. A few 
small portable batteries were shown here a 
few weeks ago, but the one at the Home 
Novelty Co. 's is of full size and can drive a 
car or do any other work with its fourteen 
horse-power. The secret and value of the 
Logan system lies in its plates, which not 
only hold heavy charges, but excel all 
other systems in that they will not 
bend or buckle and thus burn out. The 
present battery has twenty-eight cells, with 
nine plates tothe cell. Each plate is of 
metailic lead and has tubes in which is red 
lead. Eachtube has a groove or seam, 
through which the acid has clear communi- 
cation with the red lead and admits of the 
electrical current passing readily to and 
fro. The grooves and apertures at the top 
also admit of an expansion when heavily 
charged and here is the great point of vant - 
age of the Logan system. Early ex ments in 
storage batteries showed that red lead when 
highly charged with electricity expanded to 
a perceptible degree, and when this oc- 
curred, the metall o lead not acting in sym- 
pathy, caused the red lead to de thrown 
rom its place in the plate and formed 
what is knownasa short circuit which de- 
stroyed the energy of the battery and event- 
ually disintegrated and sometimes would 
actually melt. The Logan system overcomes 
these obstacles, and it would seem that even 
fn a railroad car that nothing short of a 
wreck or a cyclone—common levelers—coulc 
disturb its workings. 

It had been intended to bring a hew battery 
here, but in order to show something that 
had tood the crucial test ot time and 
it was decided to secure a 
second-hand battery. The one now shown 
has been in use over two years. It was used 
on a street car in Detroit and was in service 
for regular trips until the cold weather ne- 
cessit@ted the taking off of the open car. It 
also propelled the car in the battery factory, 
ran a trip on a steam railroad, was 
tried in an organ factory and then 
a part of the battery was sold to Scott, the 
Detroit awning-maker, who used it in light- 
ing his factory and house, running sewin 
machines and doing other work. ree 
to part with this battery upon condition that 
a new one be put in within sixty days and he 
be indemnified for loss of power. The bat 
tery isrunning an arc light, incandescent 
lights and one or two fan motors. Experi- 
ments in short circuits were made yesterday 
for the benefit of the reporter and others, 
and the claim was proved that the battery 
will withstand these great tests. The trial 
was first with one cell, then with 11 and next 
with the entire battery of 28 cells. 
The sparks were very brilliant at the final 
contact, butthe battery was unhurt, as the 
current was turned on to the lamps again 
andthe battery ‘performed its usual func- 
tions. The present exhibition is in charge of 
J. W. Johnston, the general manager, whose 
parlors at the Southern are the scene of much 
activity. The company’s trial cars for the 
Scullin and the Lindell systems will be ready 
within three weeks.

Canzot the Adminis- 
tration notify the directory that those troops 
will be promptly used, if mecessary, to main- 
tain inviolate the national authority and 
keep the gates closed on the Lord's Day? 

These ‘‘Evangelical’’ Bourbons, ‘‘who 
learn nothing and forget nothing,“ evi* 
dently belong to the church militant; and 
beginning to doubt whether moral suasion 
will sdffice to keep the Fair closed on Sun- 
day, are falling back upon the more relia- 
ble argument of bullet and bayonet.

With greedy sharks on the look- 
out for opportunities to swindle and with 
loose management, the granting of thou- 
sands of pensions and the disbursement of 
millidis= of dollars undoubtedly in- 
volves the successful accomplishment 
of many and gross frauds. There 
can be no doubt that the Treasury 
has been robbed of vast sums to enrich 
pension sharks and support unworthy pen- 
sioners. Nochanges in the pension laws 
are needed to save the country a larger 
amount of money. It can be done through 
administrative reform and this reform in 
the interest of honesty and economy is 
one of the good works demanded of the 
Cleveland Administration. Let the search 
light be turned on the pension list. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

Although the report of President Cleve- 
land’s intention to frame new rules to 
govern appointments in the civil service 
lacks confirmation, there is nothing im- 
probable in it or inconsistent with his 
known views on the subject. That a 
drastic reform is desirable is admitted by 
all but the most hardened speilsman. 
That it is absolutely necessary is the con- 
viction of nearly all who have watehed the 
degradation of the service through 
partisan appointments... Eight years ago 
Mr. Cleveland thought there was ‘‘some- 
thing in’’ civil service reform and his sad 
experience since the 4th of March has only 
deepened his convictions. 

It needs no argument to convince a man 
whose good sense has not been warped by 
long contact with vicious practices that 
partisan service is not a good qualification 
for public office of a non-political charac- 
ter, According tothe published report of 
President Cleveland’s purposes the civil 
service is to be regulated according to ‘‘the 
best rules known in the business world, 
whereby fitness, moral, intellectual 
and physical, will be taken into the ac- 
count, but politics never.’’ Nothing 
could be more sensible and business-like. 
If fitness of this sortis the discriminating 
test the civil service of the United States 
will be second th none in the world, It 
will no longer figure in politics, make life 
a burden to executive officersand be the 
prize of political victory. Office broker-

A POLICE PROBLEM. 


Fido and the small boy are two great 
municipal problems. A policeman, thin k- 
ing he was doing his duty, arrested an 8- 
year-old boy for ‘*stoning pedestrians,’’ 
but instead of being complimented for his 
efficiency the. officer was.censured by the 
Judge. Infuture, therefore, no policeman 
is likely to arrest a boy, however danger- 
ous the urchin may become. The arrest of 
so smalla creature looks ridiculous, yet 
with astone or a cat-gun the little one 
may do a great deal of harm, How is he 
to be reached? No policeman has spank- 
ing privileges, and there is po mild punish- 
ment that he is authorized to administer. 
Reporting the infantine offender to its 
parents will rather offend them than se- 
cure its correction and is not likely to be 
resorted to more than once. In a neighbor- 
ing city there is a Judge who has solved 
this small-boy problem. When a boy is 
brought before him, and the case is clear, 
he imposes a fine, but remits the fine if the 
parents consent to punish the young trans- 
gressor. The youngster is then taken into 
aroomand is punished by the father or 
mother, just as if he were at home. This 
scheme,although it involves corporeal pun- 
ishment, has been remarkably successful, 
There is no record of a boy having been ar- 
rested a second time, and it has got around 
among all the boys that their tender years 
will not save them. 


Tom CARTER has at last condescended to 
explain the Republican defeat of last No- 
vember.

NOT SATISFACTORY. 


The Well-Olosing Amendment Offered by 
Mr. Wehner Tuesday Night. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Wehner in 
the City Council Tuesday night to the well- 
closing ordinance, which was adopted, will 
necessitate the making of an analysis by the 
City Chemist of over 7,000 wells. The original 
clause in the ordinance provided that all 
wells located within a certain distance of any 
sewer, privy or vault at once be condemned 
and closed. This would have dis ed of at 
least two-ttirds of the wells in the city ina 
very summary manner. 

Mr. Wehner’s amendment provides that no 
well shali be condemned the water of which, 
on analysis, shall be found to be pure. 

It will be necessary then, before a well can 
be condemned, to havean analysis made of 
the water. . 

‘There is an old ordin ance already in exist- 
ence which provides that the Mayor can have 
any well within the city limits condemned 
and closed, the water of which u analysis 
is shown to be impure and unhealthy. It was

“*The Geary bill nas been declared consti- 
tutional by the United States Supreme Court, 
but there seems to be considerable besitation 
on the part of the cabinet with reference to 
its execution, and as there has been no sum · 
cient preparation for the necessary expenses 
of carrying out the provisions of the law, it 
is possible no action may be taken for the 
present and that matters both here and in 
China may be quiet for a few months at 

ast. Im the meantime the council has 
thought best to send you telegrams giving 
information as to the present status and 
urging prudence and watchfulness in view 
of possible troubles in China in case 
the Government should proceed to 
extreme measures here. We know that 

vou on the ground will exercise your best 
jucgment if emergencies occur; and yet we 
have thought that both the telegrams and 
also a communication by mai! should be sent 
to you, to let you know of our solicitude and 
to urge that every wise precaution be taken 
forthe safety of life and property. We also 
feel that it is due to friends in this country 
that we should beable to assure them that 
we have had prompt communication with 
our missionaries, and that they are prepared 
to act as circumstances may dictate. It 
seems to us desirable that while matters are 
in suspense all our missionaries should be in 
a situation where prompt communication 
would be possible, and that visits to the in- 
terior should not be undertaken unless 
proper precautions are taken. We are 
authorized to say that Mr. Dulles is about to 
send funds to each mission, to be available 
when needed. Wetrust that Providence 
will guide you and preserve our missionaries 
and all interests of our Lord's kingdom in 
China’’ 

THE DANGER TO BE APPREHENDED, 

The Kev. Dr. Dennis, in speaking of the 
action of the council, said he did not appre- 
hend danger, but wished to be prepared. 

„The danger is that exaggerated reports 
wil) get nut in China and the populace may 

o injury before the Government can step in 
and prevent it. For instance,a wild report 
might spread through the interior that hun- 
dreds of Chinamenin the United States had 
been wantonly massacred on account of race 
prejudice. Of course China is deeply stirred 
on this subject and the people there might be 
disposed to resent violence and cruelty, the 
humiliation to which Chinamen here seem 
about to be subjected, whether they are enti- 
tied to remain here or not. 

** atthe same time I donot think there is any 
reason for apprehension on the part of their 
friends at home. They are not timid men 
and women at all. I presume we are more 


anxious than they.’’
